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1. TRYBUNA LUDU PUBLISHED AN ARTICHLE ON EUROPEAN SECURITY 
DECEMBER 5 WRITTEN BY HEAD OF THE POLISH CSCE DELEGATION, 

ENTITLED "THE ROLE OF SCOIAL FORCES." THE PIECE SUPPORTS 
CONTINUATION OF THE WORK OF THE INTERNATIONAL COMMITTEE FOR EUROP- 
EAN SECURITY AND COOPERATION. CONTINUED EFFORT IS NECESSARY, 
DOBROSIELSKI ARGUES, BECUAUSE "RIGHTIST GROUPINGS OF THE 
MILITARY-INDUSTRIAL-BUREAUCRATIC COMPLEX" IN THE CAPITALIST 
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GOVERNMENTS AGAINST THE TIDE OF DETENTE. THUS, HE ASSERTS 
THAT, DESPITE RECENT IMPROVEMENTS IN INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS, 

DETENTE IS NOT YET IRREVERSIBLE AND, DESPITE PROGRESS AT 
GENEVA, AGREEMENT ON SOME ISSUES THERE IS STILL BLOCKED. 

2. THE HEART OF DOBROSIELSKI'S PIECE, HOWEVER, IS A NO-HOLDS- 
BARRED POLEMIC AGAINST "SOME WESTERN COUNTRIES" WHO ADVANCE 
"UNREALISTIC, WHOLLY PROPAGANDISTIC POSITIONS" AT GENEVA AIMED 
AT COOPERATION BUT AT INTERFERENCE IN THE SOCIALIST COUNTRIES' 

INTERNAL AFFAIRS. HE CITES FOUR EXAMPLES OF "DEMAGOGIC PROPOSI- 
TIONS" WHICH HE CLAIMS ARE NOT EVEN ACCEPTABLE TO THOSE ADVANCING 
THEM: 1) SOME COUNTRIES AT GENEVA CALL FOR AN EAST- WEST FREE EXCHANGE 
OF INFORMATION WHILE AT THE SAME TIME BANNING RECEIPT OF TELEVISION 
PROGRAMS FROM THEIR WESTERN NEIGHBORS" WHO ARE NOT EVEN MEMBERS OF THE 

WARSAW PACT; 2) WHILE SOME WESTERN DELEGATIONS ARE FOR FREE TRAVEL, 
OTHERS HAVE ALREADY REJECTD PROPOSALS OF SOME SOCIALIST 
COUNTRIES FOR THE ELIMINATION OF VISAS AND HAVE TIGHTENED VISA 
PROCEDURES AGAINGS THE LATER; 3) SOME DELEGATIONS CALL FOR 
ABSOLUTE RIGHT OF "EMIGRATION" ON THE PART OF "OTHERS," WHILE 
AT THE SAME TIME INTRODUCING STRICTER BANS ON IMMIGRATION TO 
THEIR OWN COUNTRIES; AND 4) SOME WESTERN DELEGATIONS DEMAND FULL 
ACCESS 

TO PRINTED INFORMATION FROM ALL COUNTRIES, WHILE THEIR GOVERN- 
MENTS FORBID THEIR SOLDIERS TO READ THEIR OWN PROGRESSIVE PRESS." 

3. COMMENT: DOBROSIELSKI HAD TENTATIVELY RAISED THE ALLEGATION 
OF WESTERN "HYPOCRISY" ON BASKET III ISSUES IN A SEPTEMBER 13 PERS- 
PEKTYWY INTERVIEW (REFTEL). IN HIS CURRENT ARTICLE HE PRESSES THE 
POINT MORE VIGOROUSLY, THOUGH STILL WITHOUT NAMING NAMES. 
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
